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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


‘A telegram has heen received by Captain Goldsmid from Dr. Schmidt, the 
British Vice-Consul at Caiffa, Syria, which gives a sad report of the present 
critical condition of the Jewish colony at Simmarin. The telegram says that 
these refugees from Roumania are dying from hunger, they are all ill, and for 
the last four months they have not received anything from Galatz. It will be 
remembered that three weeks ago we published a similar telegram received by 
Captain Goldsmid from the colony “Rosh Pinah.” It is heartrending to read 
these piteous appeals. The colonists have been severely handicapped in their 
praiseworthy efferts to earn their daily bread by the sweat of their brow in the 
land of their forefathers. In their brave struggles these poor Roumanian refu- 
gees have received but scant encouragement from their Western brethren, The 
Alliance Israélite has expressed its willingness to rescue these poor people from 
their present deplorable condition, Help to be of avail must be rendered 
without delay. 


We publish an eloquent appeal from the Roumanian Emigration Society. — It 
seems that the Roumanian Jews in Palestine, who went there to work, and have 
at Samarin laboured so vigorously as to couvinee M. Veneziani against his will 
that Jewish colonization in Palestine is feasible, are in dire distress, and 
perishing of famine. English and French Jews have done little yet for these 
brave though unsuccessful ‘adventurers who have attempted with insufficient 
means, but with perfect reliance on their right arms and the sympathy of their 
brethren, to revive the cultivation of Palestine by Hebrews! It is not the time 
to dwell upon the causes that make the movement of emieration to Palestine an 
irresistible one. It is for Western Jews to say Whether these poor people are to 
die of want... When State or mob persecutions rage against the Jews, we pro- 
test, and that is, often, all that can be done. But the calamity which now im- 
pends can be averted by ourselves without any aid from governments. It is 
merely alittle money that is wanted. If that relief is not forthcoming to enable 
the Jewish colonists to tide over the early difficultics of their enterprise till 
homes are built or crops are ripe, the disgrace will be inefPiceable. 


Last year we foreshidowed the troubles which have now overtaken the 
colonists through the absence of judicious organised assistance at starting, 
Money which must now be given to feed these poor people would have been far 
more precious if it had been earlier rendered, and when the colonists should have 
len assisted by the Alliance and other Jewish organisations to have avoided the 
musery which has now overtaken them, It 1s, alas! too late now to deplore the 
shortsighted policy which dictated these delays and neglect. The colonists cry 
to us for bread, and their piteous ery must not be in vain. | 


Our correspondent at St. Petersburg sends us a sad account of the expulsion 
‘from that city of various categories of Jews, such as students of dentistry, trade 
apprentices, and agents and clerks of merchants of the First Guild. In this) in- 
stance the authoritics cannot lay elaim to legality for their high-handed and 
erttcl action ; for the Jaw expressly sanctions the residence in cvery part of 
Russia of the ‘classes of Jews we have mentioned. In fact, the Taw has boon 
overridden, for in the instance of the trade apprentices, stipulations by which 
they may acquire the right of residence in the capital have been introduced 
which are entirely contrary to the statute. It is to be feared that these’ es pul- 
sions are but the preface to an impending wholesale eviction of the unprivileged 
class of Jews—a very numerous one, too,—now residing in St. Petersburg, an 
intention on the part of the authorities to which we called attention some tite 
ago. So mercilessly do the police carry out their instructions, that unoffending 
victims of the ruling Jew-haters are ruthlessly dragged from their beds during 
the night. Even Herr Alexander Zederbaum, the able and talented Editor of our 
Hebrew contemporary, Hamelitz, whose residence in the eapital has been legitt- 
mised by his being honoured with the title of Hereditary Honorary Citizen, 
Was not spared from the indignity of having his house searched by the police. It 
is difficult to believe that so humane and just a statesman as Count Tolstot can 


have authorised the adoption of the latest anti-Jewish measures, unless it be on

Last week's portion SN contains, among many other important passages, a 
brief allusion to a custom with regard to the mourning for the dead, to which 
in view of a recent discussion in our columns, we think it well to.call attention. 
This reference, even, is only negative in character ; and it is really surprising 
how slight is the material afforded by the Pentateuch for forming a true con- 
ception of the customary usages of Jewish mourners in ancient times. © Ye are 
the children of the Lord your God ; ye shall not cut yourselves nor make any 
baldness between your eyes for the dead. For thou art a holy people unto 
the Lord thy God, and the Lord hath chosen thee to be a peculiar people unto 
himself, above all the nations that are upon the earth.” (Deut. xiv., 1-2). It 
seems probable that the explanation given by Ibn Ezra of this prohibition is 
the correct one, and that this enactment was merely to ensure a moderation of 
erief that would better accord with: faith in the goodness of God than the 
excesses of the heathen nations. The “shaving,” at least, was not forbidden in 


itself, but only on occasions of funerals, Ezra, for instance, “ plucked off the 


hair of his head and beard” as a sign of grief, Job shaved his head, and most 
noteworthy of all, Isaiah in his fateful prophecy declares “ And in that day did 
the Lord God of Hosts call to weeping, and to mourning, and to baldness, and 
to girding with sackcloth” (Isaiah xxi, 12). Compare also Micah 1, 16. 
Rashi’s well-known explanation is, therefore, quite untenable. 


Mr. G. A. Simeox, M.A., in his) recently. published History of Latin 
Literature,” strongly condemns the unwillingness of Tacitus to be at pains to 
investigate facts. Asan extreme instance of this failing on the part of the 
Roman historian, Mr. Simcox cites his aceount of the Jewish nation 
which is placed at the opening of the fifth book of the Histories. “It 1s evi- 
dent,” says Mr. Simeox, “that the writer had never taken the trouble to speak to 
Josephus or to read him, much less to read the Septuagint. TLeroedotus 1s always 
careful to give the native account, if possible, of all questions of national anti- 
quities ; Tacitus seems to have set himself to e¢ive at sceond-hand all the 
speculations about the origin of the Jews which Geeck writers had been able to 


invent or to collect among their neighbours.” This estimate is severe enough 
one might suppose ; 


We think itis mn one at Teast, only too favourable. 
Wefear that Tacitus did read Josephus ; but he carefully noted only those por- 
tions that were suitable to his purpose of painting the Jews in as black a eclour 
as possible. To our mind it is beyond question that Tacitus consulted the work 
in which Josephus defended his race against the calumnies of Apion. But the 
Roman, whilst bodily quoting Apion’s charges, calmly ignores the unanswerable 
refutation written by his brother historian.

WORK FOR THE UNEMPLOYED POOR. 
‘TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
81r,—Taking advantage of the opportunity afforded me by a short visit Iam 
paying to Liverpool, I have made some enquiries respecting the scheme for giving 
occupation to the unemployed poor, which is being carried out in connection with 
the Liverpool Jewish Board of Guardians, The scheme which was originated by 
Dr. Lewis, a gentleman who has long and zealously laboured for the benefit of his 
humbler coreligionists in this town, was noticed in your columns some time a go, and 
met with well-merited approval at your hands, I have reason. then, for believing 
that you will permit me to give you an account of the result of my investigations.

The Special Committee appointed by the Board of Guardians to carry out the 
project commenced their labours on the Ist of last June,and have hitherto been able 
to find employment for women only, The persons employed are of the very poorest 
class, and have long been in receipt of constant. relief. Two industries only have

emigrants, and of cash-bags for bankers, A third occupation—the making of wash- 
leather bags for watchmakers—will be added to the number immediately, Irom the

such places as London, New York and Philadelphia, In inland towns paper bags 
felt slippers, and wool doormats and hearthrugs might be made, The production of 


the latter articles is peculiarly adapted for such a town as Manchester, But a little

I trust, Sir, that the importance of the subject will be ample excuse for the 
length of this letter. I am no longer a resident of Liverpool ; and my account and 
advocacy of the scheme which is being carried out here may, therefore, be regarded 
as unbiassed.

During the course of the proceedings a stone will be laid, which is to be 
Gxed in an orifice in the wall under the memorial stained | elass window of the 
new large hall, The front of the stone will face the boys’ playground, and will 
bear an inscription setting forth the fact that the stone (in which 1S enclosed the 
Memorial Brass found in the corner stone of the Jews’ Free School, built in the 
year 5581—1821) was laid by Sir N. M. de Rothschild, Bart. M.P., President of 
the School, at the consecration of the building. 

With the brass plate referred to in the inscription, several coins found in the 
original foundation stone, together with coins and journals of the present day, 


will be deposited in the new memorial stone. 

The following inscription on the Memorial Brass is of interest at the present 
moment, as it will afford an idea of the remarkable growth of our great national 
school during the last 62 years.

The provisions of the new Code of fast year amone other requirements insist 

that young clildren, who hitherto had learnt writing through the medium of 
slates, should now practise in copy books with pen and ink. The Code also limits 
the number of children who may be taught in one class, and this makes a e@reater 
nuinber of class rooms an absolute necessity. The Committee of the Jews’ Free 
School, after carefully considering various schemes for meeting the difficulty, 
determined to remodel and at the same time enlarge the school, thereby providing 
not only increased accommodation for the present pupils, but also ensuring the 
adinission of a still larger number of scholars. To carry ont the contemplated 
works a sum falling not far short of £27,000 was required ; and an appeal from the 
President was published in our issue of the 2nd of February last. ‘This appeal 
was heartily supported by enthusiastic meetings held on the 25th February at the 
Central Synagogue Chambers, and on the [1th of March at the Jewish Workine 
Men's Club and Institute.

As there wag 
some interference with the “lights” of the houses on the opposite side of Bell 
Lane, compensation was demanded by one of the landlords, and as much as LOO 
had to be paid to him. The landlord of the adjoining houses (Mr. Joseph Davis, 
of Maida Vale), very gencrously waived his right to any compensation, He quite 
spontaneously made tlris handsome offer on the ground that he was “old Free 
School boy.” This practically amounted to a liberal donation to the Building

Passing through this entrance, the visitor finds himself in the vestibule which 
leads direet into the central hall (a description of which will be found below), 
and also gives aceess to Mr. Angel’s room on the left, and to Miss Lipman’s room 
and the Committee room on the right. On the walls of the vestibule will he 
fixed the large marble slabs bearing the names of the successive holders of the 
Jews’ Commemoration Scholarship (founded in commemoration of the admission 
of Jews to Parliament), and the two Rothschild memorial tablets. The remuain- 
ing mural tablets will be placed on the walls of the balcony room on the first 
storey of the boys’ school. The walls of the Committee room (to which lavatory 
and other accommodation are attached) are to be fitted with a panelled wood 
dado, 5 feet in heieht. 

The boys’ corridor from Bell Lane, which affords access to the class rooms, 
is 119 fect long, and is lighted by a glass and iron roof supported by corbels. On 
the ground tier there are six class rooms, and the entrances to these rooms, as 
well as the three staircases leading to the roomson each of the three floors above, 
have been so arranged throughout the new building that each room is separately 
aceessible without one room having to be used as a means of aecess to the other. 
The disposition of the staircases slightly varies in the two departments + the 
stalreases leading to the two, Western rooms on each floor of the boys’ school 
being erected at the back, while in the girls’ school one of the staircases to the 
old class FOORAS has been utilised for the corresponding new rooms in thiit section 
of the building. By providing so many staircases an opportunity Is afforded for 
lighting the ¢lass rooms on both sides, and for the rapid emptying of the school— 
no mean consideration when the immense number of pupils is taken Into account. 

Throughout the schools the rooms are for the most part lighted by four 
windows, two of them overlooking the central hall, thus giving an excellent 
flood of light.

In the beginning all went well. QOur people worked with courage, patience, and 
perseverance. Samarin itself isa fine property, about 20 kilometres to the south of 


Tantura by the sea, in a healthy climate with fresh water springs, forests, &e. 

But as few of our colonists were acquainted with agricultural labour, the 
season moreover being already far advanced, we have only been able to plant a little 
wheat, and this only as a trial. Nor was it possible to build houses, and we were 
obliged to have the families lodged’ at Caifa, whilst the men could only be at work 
in Samarinfor three weeks in the month. As far as the weather permitted, they 
have worked hard. They have cleared large tracts of land, uprooting bushes 
thorns, and impenetrable weeds, and brought them under culture, cleaned the 
springs and wells, constructed a road from the spring to the village, and in connec$ 
tion with this a much longer road down the mountain into the plain. They have 
made a large garden in Tantura, planting potatoes, cabbages, and all sorts of 
kitchen vegetables, they have set the spring seeds in maize, durrah (this is a kind of 
millet), sesame, Kc. They have “planted 34,600 vines, little cydrat trees, ke, Some 
families have already built six primitive houses, so-called bordei, as they are found 
in all Roumanian villages, ten to ‘fifteen other families have eccupied the former 
houses, which we took over on purchasing Samarin. There we also have our black- 
smith, wheelwright, carpenter, &c. We also kave 2) oxen, 16 horses, 10 carts, § 
ploughs, Xe. 

All went on well nntil the months of April and May. A large quantity of 
stones and mortar had been prepared to begin building the houses, The architect 
had already made the plan of our estate when a handful of emigrants from Bacau, 
who had gone thither only to create disturbances, and intended to get hold of every- 
thing, drove away the manager, and formed a Committee with some other rioters# 
This news produced great discouragement amongst our brethren in Roumania, who 
suspended their donations ; the consequence was, that we could send no more funds 
to the colonists, either to undertake the erection of houses, or for their sustenance. 

| In the meantime, we sent upwards of fifty parcels with various objects to Caffe, sack 
as material for forty carts, divers tools for our workmen, scythes, sickles, Xc,, costing 


Caifa, in a beautiful and salubrious district on Mount Carmel, stretching as far as 
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n00 florins ; but there they remain, as the people have not money enough |

Towards the middle of June M. Veneziani, a member of the Central Committee 
of the Alliance Israélite Universelle, arrived in Caifa on his circular journey in the 
Holy Land. It was then some months since we had forwarded an Vv subsidies thither, 
VM. Veneziani, therefore, found many families of colonists ina very distressed state 
sek, and miserable. Ife generously paid all their debts. &e., on behalf of the noble 
Baron de Hirsch, spending about 5,000 franes in charity. After havine visited 
Sqmarin, M. Veneziani wrote to us as follows: “I am happy to inform you that 


what I saw at Samarin. has impressed me more hopefully than I could have been led 


to expect from the wretchedness of the emigrants at Caifa. I have brought back 
from this visit a feeling of relative satisfaction, which has consoled me in some 
degree for my disappointment and sadness at Caifa, somewhat raising my hopes and 
tending to alter my views as to the colonisation of Samarin. I have seen there 
ifteen families poorly lodged ; but it is a beginning of a colony, and it is a kind of 
small village in a healthy. and pleasant situation. The men are strong and 
seem active ; several have a profession ; the women keep them up by their resigna- 
tion and good health ; the children are strong and well. I have seen here neithey 
the squalour, the vermin, nor the traces of fever, of want and hunger, which I had 
found to have wrought such sad havoc amongst the families lodged at Caifa. These 


men, armed with patience and courage, work hard: they fight against poverty and , 


* 


the difficulties besetting their début, and they give rise to the distant hope that they 
may, perhaps, by their almost miraculous efforts and pains, succeed in establishin oO, 
colony that will stand its ground. | 

“To sum up, I have found at the colony of Samarin men full of eood will 
patient and resigned, and capable alike of enduring the greatest privations and using 


the greatest exertions, provided they are guided honestly, intelligently, and by a firm. 


and paternal hand, I have found a fertile and healthy soil, which can yield good 
harvests, provided it be cleared of the stones with which it is covered, and if the 
weeds of several years’ growth, exhausting its nutriment, be torn out by the roots, I 
have found hills adapted for planting trees and the vine: IT have found an exeellent 
‘Josality for a village, refreshed by sea breezes, and rendered healthy by a pure and 
-salnbrious climate ; water Is scarce, but Samarin boasts a well and a souree., almost 
a favour in these driel-up countries. All these elements can give birth to a rising 
cuony, but on two conditions : firstly, sufficient capital must be avatlable to btild 


houses, purchase agricultural implements, cultivate the soil. and, in the meantime 


provide for the sustenance of the colonists: secondly, there must be established on 
the spot itself an intelligent, conscientious, and honest supervision ; aman is wanted 


who can be entrusted with the management of funds, a builder to erect the houses, 


the wells, and the out-houses of a colony ; there is also wanted an agriculturist. &c. 
there is no lack of good farm stewards amongst the Jews in Rowmania. This would 
be the greates boon the Galatz Committee could confer on the Samarin setilers, 
To convlude, the colony of Samarin is worthy of interest and support, | 
you will be working to collect the necessary funds, so as to enable the settlers to he 
lodged at Samarin, and to live there without dreading the approach and the diffieul- 
ties of the bad season.

VI.—PROFESSIONS. 


If the general occupations of a people give us an insight into their. 


manners and customs as a whole, the number of professional men included 


among them is a tolerably fair indication of their intellectual calibre and 


special capacities. Up to very recently many of the professions, notably 
that of Law, were closed to Jews throughout Murope either absolutely or by 
the fact that the rewards of the pursuit were denied to them by prejudice. 
Notwithstanding these restrictions Jews are found very largely represented in 
the principal professions in all Continental countries outside Russia and the 
fact has, curiously enough, been one of the chief accusations against the Jews 
by anti-Semites, I purpose collecting in the present ‘ study ” the some- 


what fragmentary details I have been able to obsain as to the number of | 


Jews in the various professions, reserving for fature enumeration and inves-~ 
tigation the names of those Jews who have obtained distinctions in them. 
We may begin by referring to som results already obtained as to the 
proportions of Jews and others engaged in professions generally. We have 
seen that in Prussia, 1861, 3.55 per cent. of adult Jews were professional 
men against 2°15 among the rest of the population, while in Italy the pro- 


portions were 8.7 Jews against 3.7. But these figures apply to the whole - 


countries in question, and the fayourab'e percentages of the Jews might well 


be attributed to the fact that they mostly congregate in towns. Turning 


then to the statistics of towns, we learn from Schwabe and Jeitteles that, 
excluding the army, 8&7 per cent. of Eerlin Jews followed the professions 
egainst 8 1] in the whole population, while for Vienna the proportions were 
5°08 and 65°32 respectively, Twelve or thirteen years ago, therefore, the 
proportion of Jews who went in for tha professions was practicilly the same 
in the capitals of Prussia and Austria as those of the general population. 
But, as Euctid has forgotten to remark, things which make up equal sums 
may be themselves unequal, and it will be desiderable to examine the 
inequalities in the several professions which make up the equality among 
professions in general, Anl we may begin with the professions par 


excellence, Law and Medicine. 


Law, Schwabe gives under the rubric ‘ Justice” the proportions of 
Jews as only 1°6 per cent, against a general proportion of 4:1 engaged in 
this profession. I do not exactly know whether under this term he includes 
administrative officials generaliy, but this result seens opposed to all one 
hears as to the prevalence of Jews in the legal professions, especially in 
North Germany. For Prussia generally nine years later than Schwahe’s 
results, (e., in ISSO, I have the following list, which gives an entirely 
different account. It comes from an anti-Semitic soire> (Deutsche Waeht, 
1. 217) and must, therefore, be reecived with some susplclonthough it agrees 
with much that Herr Lasker has been recently saying in America, The titles

As Jews are only 1°3 per cent. of the Prussian population, this list 
gives & preponderating proportion of Jewish lawyers, and the last two items 
secm to promise still greater proportions in the future. At the Juristie 
faculty in Berlin in 1880 the proportions were stil higher, Out of 7 
ordinary and 4 extraordinary Professors of Law, Jews claimed two of each 
class, A similarly suspicious source (Der Talinid, YS8so, p. 29) asserts that 
in Vienna cut of 479 Advocates 178 were Jews, though Jeitteles gives only 


338 Jewish Advocates in 1869 in which year the percentage of Jews in the 


legal profession was 059 against 0-33 in the general population. The 
higher proportion receives some confirm.tion from the etatistics of the 
scvyeral facnities of the Austrian Universities given by Windt (Stat sé. 
Mouats. 809, pp. 577, &e.) ard tabulated by Cettingen (Moral Statistik, 
Tafel 81). In 1870 the Jewish Icgal students formed 11 per cent, of 3,196 
in all (== 302) and in 1878 they were 16 per ecnt, of 4,491 (== 720). In

In explanation of this tendency to a legal life it may be observed that _ 


the chief intellectual pursuit of Jews in the immediate past has been con- 
nected with the Talmud, a work cminentiy legal in contents ani tone which 


‘by the method cf itsstudy hes been well adapted to develop a capacity for 


sceing and stating the pros and cous of eny possible subject. The general 
acquaintance with practical li‘e obtained from residence in cities must also 
be of use in legal study, and the “pushand patience,” su characteristic of 


Jews is found combincd in them with snother important element of legal 


success—self-confidence. Before leaving the subject it may be remarked 


that the Jews of England co not secm as yet to have the legal enthusiasm of 


their Continental brethren. I ccu'd only escertain 27 barristers and 47 
solicitors out of the rolls of 2,640 and 4,920 resycctively, proportions rather 
under than over that of the Jews ia London. On the Continent, however, 
law is a State profession and offers a securer livelihood, if less brilliant 
prizes than here, while the study of the Talwnud has been less widely

Monate., 1881, p. 453), points ont 
that whereas in 1851 Jews were 161 per cent. of the medical studeit 
of the Austrian universities, in 1880 they were no less than <8 per cent, 
In the other half of the Empire the proportions seem to be still more favou:.

Clergy. We may follow Jaw and medicine with the profession which 
shares with them the qualification of “learned.” [it is somewhat curios. 
that Jews appear to need the services of less clerzymen than any of the 
great religions bodies. Being “a kingdom of priests’ (Ex. xix. 6) they 
can and do perform many of the sacred tunctions (and theoretically they 
could perform al!) without the intervention of a class of men set apart for 
the purpose. The lower socia! standing of Jewish clergymon among thelr 
corelizionists, as with priests of an Eista5lished Church, may have 
comething-to do with their paucity of numbers.
